1) a card stock, which is cut into a shape comprised of three portions of rectangular 
forms of a same size connected in series, the a first portion of the card stock has a 
window of various shap e punctur e d punctured at the a center and has three wings 
of shallow trapezoid shape, on wh i ch p eel off glues ar e attach e d, ar e d e v e lop e d on 
th e thr ee e dg e s, which are developed along the three edges, and one portion of 
distorted trapezoid form, whoso maximum height is ha l f of that of tho rectangu l ar 
fefrnr x connected serially to the a third portion of rectangu l ar form the rectangular 
forms , having a shallow trapezoid shape , o n wh i ch a pool o ff g l uo i s a ttachod, 
wing, 2 ) a n embroidery, m ade with v arious threads of d ifferent co l or colors and 
decorated fabric, and 3) six pieces of peel off g l uos by gules, three of them are 
attached on the three wings of the first portion of the card stock and the other three 
are attached on the wing of the distorted trapezoid portion, behind the window of 
the first portion of the card stock, and inside of the second portion of the card stock 
respectively, bv following steps of : a) fo l d i ng fold the three wings on the first portion 
of the card stock , on which pool off g l uos aro adhered, x backward to let the three 
wings face the rear face of the a second portion of the card stock, b) folding fold 
the wing , on wh i ch poo l off gluo is attached, on tho fourth port i on of tho card stock x 
which is developed on the distorted trapezoid formed portion, backward to let the 
wing fac e surface, on which glue is pasted, adheres to the third portion of the card 
stock, c) adhere a peel off glue, having a window at the a center matching to the 
window on the first portion of the card stock, to the rear face of the first portion of 
the card stock, d) adhere another peel off glue to the second portion of the card 
stock, e) take off tho pools a peel from the peel off glues, f) place the ombroidorod 
fabr i cs embroidery, facing the window on the first portion of the card stock, on the

glue on the second portion of the card stock, g) fold the first portion and second 
portions the second portion of the card stock [fac e ] to face each other, and ttwd 
and fourth portion fold the third and the distorted trapezoid portions of the card 
stock faee to face each other, and h) slightly press [tho fo l ded card] the card, finally 
formed in step q). with hands.
